   The Orange County Small Business Development Center provided assistance in getting 

their business started, informed them of available financing options as a minority-owned and 

women-owned business, and assisted in writing the all important business plan. Together with 

her business consultant Lena developed the business plan and was able to identify potential 

problems they had not considered.  

   Approximately a year later, Lena and Arysal’s opened KUTA Grill in Foothill Ranch, 

CA. This upscale fusion style restaurant that started as a dream became a reality. The three 

partners combined their resources from personal savings and home equity loans along with a 

traditional SBA guaranteed loan from Wells Fargo and a line of credit to open their doors. As a 

result KUTA Grill also created 50 new jobs.
